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Mauchlinc is a picturesque old village of a typical 
Scottish type, wherein for three years resided Robert 
Burns, Scotland’s famous ploughman poet. Here he 
met Jean Armour, afterwards his wife, whose beauty 
and person inspired so many of his poems. Natural'y 
there are many spots in the village which boast of an 
intimate connection with Burns’ life. “Poosie Nansie's 
Hotel" in Main Street being one of these. 
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
